To correct this error, new 
claim 1 7 has been added to recite in broader terms the elements of claim 1 5 (the memory element connected to a 
bit line and a word line and a control circuit that controls the potentials on the bit and word lines). Thus, claim 
17 does not limit the combination to the data storage circuit as controlled by the control circuit.
